Fighting with the Bowie Knife. 

The following is related ns one of the'in: 


tidents of the battle of Bull's Run, The 
bowie kuife is a terrible weapon, and its use 


a very eavage mode of warfare :— 


After the battle had been raging for 
some hours, according to the account of 


this Zouavian hero, be saw an immense body 
of Mississippians, panied by some 
(believed to be) B ang, rusb furiously 
over the Confed mparts. They at 
‘once saw the co jus uniforms of the 
Zouares, and m em. The Missi 
sippians, after hing near enough, 
went a terrible vi from their rifles into 
the Zouares’ ra his done, they threw 
their guns aside, and obarged onward until 
each contending enemy met fare to face, 
‘and hand to band, in terrible combat. The 
Mississippians, having discharged their rift 
after the first fire, fell back upon their bowie 
knives, These were of huge dimensions, 
eighteen or twenty inches long, heavy in 
proportion, and sharp, or two-edged, at the 
point Attached to the handle was a lasso, 
seme eight or ten feet in length, with one 
“end securely wound round the wrist. My 
informant says when these terrific warriors 
approached fo within reach of their lasso, 
Bot waiting to come to bayonet range, they 
threw forward their bowie knives at the 
Zouaves, after the fashion of experienced 
harpooners striking at a whale, Frequent- 
ly hey plonged in, and penetrated through 
& soldiér's body, and were jerked out, ready 
to strike again, while the first victim sank 
into death, On several occasions the ter- 
rible bowie knife was transfixed into a 
Zouave, and.the Zouave's bayonet into a Mis- 
sissippian, both impaled and falling together. 
So skilfully was this deadly instrument 
handled by the Mississippian, that be could 
Project it to fall longth of the lasso, kill his 
victim, withdraw it again with a sudden 
impulse, and catch the handle unerringly. 
If by any mischance, the bowie knife missed 
its aim, brokethe cord fastening itto the arm, 
or fell to the earth, revolvers were next re- 
sorted to, and used with similar dexterity.— 
The hand to hand closing in with pistol and 
bowie-knife, cutting, slashing, carving, and 
shooting almost in the same moment, was 
awful beyond description. Blood gushed 
from hundreds of wounds, until, amid death, 
pitiful groans, and appalling sights, it 
staunched the very earth, My Zouave 
champion himself and comrades dil 
bard fighting, stood up manfully to the 
marderoua conflict, but never before knew 
what undaunted bravery and courage 
meant.

The Leader proposes to deal with the 
question as follows :— 

“ What will be the proper method of deal- 
ing with contested elections into which the 
question of fraudulent votes enters? What 
with cases in which the employment of illegal 
assessment lists foriue a ground of protest ?— 
Shall the election be declared void, and a new 
one bs ordered? Or sbull the return be a- 
mended, and the protesting party be placed in 
the seat he contests? These are the points 
upon which something may be said on both 
sides. 

‘A new election in cases which have been in- 
validated by the use of the improper list would 
be a waste of time and a defeat of justice. — 
For the lists which were illegal in July, having 
been only then prepared, 
resorted to in the event of a decision adverse 
to the election ; 60 that the member who holds 
his position through unlawful agencies, would 
be again elected by the samo agencies, now 
made lawful. On the other hand, it may be 
alleged that individuals who were not proper 
ly entitled to vote before will be entitled now, 
and that they ought not to be disfranchised.— 
Such an argument is plausible rather than 
sound. ‘The wrong haa been done, and the 
wrong-doera should be punished, not justified. 
In other cases, namely, those in which par- 
tics voted whose names are not on the Aascss- 
ment roll, as occured, we aro told in Perth 
and elsewhere, the course in clearer, A soru- 
tiny before the House Committee will eatablish 
or disprove the secusation ; for all hat will be 
requisite will be a comparison of the poll-books 
with the certified assessment list aud the ap- 
plication of the expunging process.
